Tlonic, Italy. May 12. 1901.—We ar- 


rived In Naples on May t'.th. about 
2-1 hours late, but after an extremely 
smooth and pleasant voyage. When

Naples, we discovered lying within a 
stone's thtow of our "Konigen hulse" 
the "Grosser Kiirfuest"" <m which we 
knew were our friends Mr. and 'Mrs.

After a little tlmo ilurine which 


we feasted our eyes on the great city

Ing for coppers. In other little boats 
were Italians with beautiful .(lowers

As soon as our baggage was passed

lilosKom make Iho earth beautiful, to 
Hay nothing of the lemon and orangi 
trees In full fruitage, the .olive In 
"bloom and the fig tree with fruit half 
matured. 
WV found Naples a dirty 
' city In tho lower quarters. 


Tho streets arc very narrow' and 


on cither side are small crazy shops 
which act as houses tixTT . Tfiey have 
but one room ami no aperture for 
air or light except the door opening 
Into the street, but no mutter how 
poor tho quarter Is there Is a stray 
plant In bloom every few rods, show- 
ing the people care for the heautlful 
. 
l>on'.teys carry tin; loads of, gar 
base or fresh RTUHH from thn nlimii 
-tains or fruit and tho heavy draying 
la done by largo white oxen and often 
a mule, horse and ox are hitched to- 
gether to a two wheeled wagon. We 
liavjj seen no vehicle 
with Tour 


wheels except carriages nifil tlie oc- 
casional automobile. 
Some 
of the 


streets were not passable to carrlag 
es for tlio reason that stone slept! 
the whole width of the street roil be- 
tween the houses up tho hill. 


These streets are side ones and 


are numerous and picturesque for the 
reason that on either side there are 
balconies over every window from 


. which liang baskets hanging

way to the ground and when tli|> veg-

shouts down what

sends the money down In the basket. 


Then there

men or Itoys eat at noon a large bun 
In which may or may not lie cheese 
an>1 they seem satisfied. 


I shall never wonder 
again how 


Italians can exist in America for lierc 
they exist on almost nothing. 
The 


soldiers and gendarmes 
are pictur- 


esque In their line uniforms and on 
Sunday In the park the ladles with 
their handsomely dressed 
children 


and nurse inalds 
who wear pretty 


head dresses of looped ribbon 
and 


the streamers reaching the ground 
•In the hack, appear to enjoy themsel- 
ves. . 


Of course we visited the Aquarium 


the finest In the world, nnd the mus- 
eum where the bronze 
and 
marble 


statues taken from 1'ompel Interest- 
ed its. . One day I went to Mount 
Vesuvius and felt repaid. 


A great many travelers leave out 


this side trip for It is expensive and 
requires a wholo day but as I shall 
probably never come to Naples again 
I am glad I made It. It Is necessary 
to climb -100 feet In flue lava dust 
but I was able to see the snlpniivli: 
formation nt the mouth of the cre- 


. ator ami to hear the rumbling; below 


and feel the heat and to look down 
Into Its jaws. 


Of course it Is above the clouds 


and tho view one gets of the sur-- 
rounding country and Naples on the 
way down and up is grand.

Occasionally an artist who was unham- 
pered by official restrictions enjoyed 
the privileges at the court and camp, 
.•where be saw the emperor frequently, 
and in this somewhat doubtful way 
placed bis Impressions upon canvas. 


Many of the portraits of Napoleon 


antedating the empire likewise flatter 
or ideallie the subject. 
Hut there are 


among the studies of this period u few 
that bear tho stump of llfellkeness. 
. Moreover, they correspond with candid 
descriptions of Napoleon us he'appear- 
ed in 'everyday life. In this class be- 
longs the portrait accompanying this 
article. Its date Is about 1TS7. At that 
time Napoleon's face was thin, with 
features angular and sharp. -The artist 
evidently made* the best of the young 
soldier's dress, for it Is described by 
others as Fouicwhat shabby. Ills gen- 
eral appearance as ho Impressed the 
1'arlsluns was that of » "fresh impor- 
tation from the country." 
• In all the actual life portraits of Na- 
poleon there are noticeable the large 
head, the high brow, tho Grecian nose, 
the double chin nnd tho expressive 
eyes which contemporary writers unite 
upon ns the identifying features of Na- 
poleon.

ALL THE STATES AT 


THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Many Beautiful Pavllioni and Preten- 


tious Buildings Show Forth the 


Enterprise of American 


Commonwealths. 


A beautiful city has grown tip among 


tho trees on the World's Pair grounds 
at St Louls.\It has nothing to do with 
the Immense exhibit palaces, but Is a 
thing apart. The houses In this new 
city are of various styles of architec- 
ture. Some are palatial In size and ap- 
pearance, while others look merely cozy 
and Inviting. 
Never before have HO 


many notable and historic bulldlnga. 
been constructed In one group. This 
new city 'might bo called tho City of 
the States, for tho houses Included in It 
are the state buildings at the Fair. 


Tile city is not compact, but some- 


what struggling, as bctlts the plctur- 
esqucncss of' the view. ' Yet there Is 
nothing suggestive of B Strtngtown- 
on-the-Plke about this city, for tho 
grounds surrounding each of the houses 
are benutilk'd with gnrdena typical of 
the state represented. 


All the states are to be represented 


at the World's Fair. This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for tho 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and 
furnishes another Illustration ot the 
fact that this Exposition's • complete- 
ness la the marvel of the uge. 


Fifty-one states, territories nnd pos- 


sessions of the United States have 
tnko'n the steps necessary to partici- 
pate In tho World's Fair on an impor- 
tant scale. But two states were still 
outside the fold at the last report, nnd 
In each of these was a well defined 
movement In favor of being represent- 
ed at the Fair with buildings and ex- 
hibits. New Hampshire, the old homo 
state, and Delaware are tho states re- 
ferred to. In New Hampshire a fund 
for participation is being raised pri- 
vately by patriotic citizens, so that in 
the event of legislative Inaction this 
commonwealth may ho represented.' 


The states and territories are 'ex- 


pending over $7,000,000 In their efforts 
to show off to best advantage nt the 
Exposition. This Is a million and a 
third more than wits expended nt the 
Chicago exposition by the states. In 
addition to this, large cities In many 
states will have municipal exhibit*), thu 
funds for which are not-Included In 
these*figures. The municipal exhibit 
idea Is entirely novel. From n number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county exhibits provided by special ap- 
propriation of county funds. 


This City of the States presents a 


picture of surpassing beauty. Nature 
bus done much to aid In the creation 
of the picture. Never before has any 
exposition been able to grant such ad- 
vantageous sites for state buildings. 
Tho buildings arc situated on a plateau 
about ueventy-flve feet higher than the 
level ground to the north upon which 
stand the main exhibit palaces. There 
arc hills and ravines hero and there, 
enabling tho lamlscnplsts to lay out a 
most delightful pattern of roads and 
terraces and lawns. 


Tho smallest of the state buildings Is 


that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the grounds. 
One of the largest is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which It Is said that 
perhaps the very lluest view of the 
Exposition may be cnjoywl. .This 
building is a palace In the Italian re- 
naissance architecture, built at n cost 
of $105,000. Near by Is the reproduc- 
tion of the Cablldo at New Orleans. In 
which tho Louisiana Purchase transfer 
ceremonies 
took place—Louisiana's 


State building. Ohio has a clubhouse 
of highly ornate design. In the urchltec- 
• ture of the French renaissance. 
Illi- 


nois Is prominent with a most pre- 
tentious structure, with wide verandas 
and a commanding cupola. 


A description of each of the state 


buildings, with any detail, would more, 
than till n newspaper page. It Is only 
possible here to hint nt some of the 
Interesting structures. California, for 
instance, has reproduced In exact size 
the famous old La .Ilnblda Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of tho 
Slgourney residence at Hartford, home 
of the poetess Lydla Huntk-y Slgour- 
ney In her time. This building Is said 
to be the finest specimen of purely 
colonial architecture now standing. 
The Now Kentucky Home, from tho 
Blue Grass State. Is n handsome club- 
house that would make some of the 
mansions along Fifth avenue. New 
York city, look Inslgnlflcnnt. 
Dcau- 


volr, tho quaint old house which Jef- 
feruon Davis owned nnd occupied for 
many years. Is reproduced by Missis- 
sippi.. Ita wide verandas or galleries 
give It n most Inviting appearance. 
Washington's hcndc-uurters at Morris 
town. N. J., are reproduced by New 
Jersey. 
Virginia contributes Monti- 


cello, the homo of Thomas Jefferson. 


Tho state of Washington contributes

Tho building "Is octagonal, 


with gigantic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting In' an 
apex ninety feet in the air, above 
which Is built an observatory, from 
which a Eplcndld view of the Exposi- 
tion mny bo had. 
An elevator will 


carry visitors to the observatory.
